Group with ties to al Qaeda 
claims series of train bombs 

MADRID, SPA IN I Ten bombs hidden in back- 
packs exploded in quick succession Thursday, 
blowing apart four commuter trains and kill- 
ing at least 192 people. More than 1,200 were 
wounded. Spain blamed Basque separatists 
for the attack, but a shadowy group claimed 
responsibility in the name of al Qaeda. 

Panicked commuters trampled on each 
other, abandoning their bags and shoes, after 
two of the bombs went off in one train in the 
Atocha station in the heart of Madrid. Train 
cars were turned into twisted wrecks and 
platforms were strewn with corpses. 

“March 11, 2004, now holds its place in 
the history of infamy,” Prime Minister Jose 
Maria Aznar said. It was the worst terror 
attack in Spanish history. 

The attack came three days ahead of Spain’s 
general election. A major campaign issue was 
how to deal with ETA, the Basque militant 
group. Campaigning was called off and three 
days of mourning were declared. 

It was also exactly 214 years after the 
Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist attacks in the United 
States, and was Europe’s worst since the 1988 
bombing of a Pan Am jetliner over Lockerbie, 
Scotland, that killed 270 people, mar roman (ap)

Mass, officials mull 
amendment, Calif, 
eourt ends eeremonies 

B 0 S T 0 N I Massachusetts lawmakers 
gave preliminary approval Thursday 
to a constitutional amendment that 
would ban gay marriage but allow 
civil unions. 

The amendment, which would 
strip gay couples of their court-grant- 
ed marriage rights, must still weath- 
er several additional votes and antic- 
ipated maneuvering by opponents. 

The earliest a ban could end up 
on a statewide ballot is November 
2006, more than two years after 
same-sex couples can start getting 
married in Massachusetts. 

Under a landmark high court 
decision issued in November and 
reaffirmed in February, gay marriage 
will become legal in Massachusetts 
on May 17. 

Meanwhile, California’s Supreme 
Court on Thursday halted gay mar- 
riages in San Francisco and said it 
would consider the legality of the 
ceremonies at a later date. 


The dispute there began Feb. 12, 
when Mayor Gavin Newsom ordered 
his administration to issue same-sex 
marriage licenses. A steady stream of 
gay couples from around the coun- 


try have traveled to be married at 
City Hall, just a block from the 
Supreme Court. More than 3,700 
couples have tied the knot in San 
Francisco so far. 


The justices ruled unanimously 
thatNewsommust“reffainffomissu- 
ing marriage licenses or certificates 
not authorized” by California law.

WASHINGTON | The House over- 
whelmingly passed legislation 
Thursday substantially increas- 
ing the maximum fine for radio 
and TV indecency. 

The vote was 391-22. Similar 
legislation is pending in the 
Senate. 

The bill would raise the maxi- 


mum fine for a broadcast license - 
holder from $27,500 to $500,000. 
The fine for a performer would 
jump from $11,000 to $500,000. 

The Bush administration strong- 
ly endorsed the bill in a memo to 
lawmakers Thursday. 

Critics said the legislation would 
undermine free speech rights. 


The Senate also has a bill that 
would raise fines to $500,000. 

However, that measure goes 
further, ordering the FCC to look 
at ways to protect children from 
violence on television and putting 
on hold sweeping media ownership 
changes adopted by the FCC last 
year.

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Bush Unveils Anti-Kerry Ads 


TV spots say Democrat 
wants to raise taxes, 
would hamper defense 

WASHINGTON I President Bush 
unleashed the first negative ads 
of the general election campaign 
Thursday, accusing Democratic 
rival John Kerry of seeking to raise 
taxes by $900 billion and wanting 
to “delay defending America.” 

“John Kerry: Wrong on taxes. 
Wrong on defense,” says an announc- 
er in a new 30 -second ad that will 
begin airing in battleground states. 

Kerry’s campaign, calling the 


$900 billion figure “completely 
made up,” prepared a response ad 
titled, “Misleading America” that 
would accuse Bush by name of dis- 
torting the Democrat’s record, offi- 
cials said on condition of anonymity. 

A second Bush ad tells voters they 
face choices on the economy, health 
care and the war on terrorism. 

“We can go forward with confi- 
dence, resolve and hope. Or we can 
turn back to the dangerous illusions 
that terrorists are not plotting and 
outlaw regimes are no threat,” Bush 
says in the second ad, without men- 
tioning Kerry by name. 

The Bush ads, unveiled by the 


campaign Thursday, will begin 
airing in some 18 states Friday. 
Meeting with congressional 
Democrats on Capitol Hill, Kerry 
dismissed the ads, saying they “have 
nothing to do with health care for 
Americans, nothing to do with jobs 
for Americans, nothing to do with 
education for our kids, nothing to 
do with cleaner air or cleaner water, 
nothing to do with making America 
safer in this world. They can’t talk 
about those things because George 
Bush doesn’t have a record to run on, 
he has a record to run away from, 
and that’s what they’re trying to do.”

Woman Charged in Stillborn Death Case 


SALT LAKE CITY | A pregnant woman 
who allegedly ignored medical 
warnings to have a Caesarean sec- 
tion to save her twins was charged 
Thursday with murder after one of 
the babies was stillborn. 

Prosecutors said Melissa Ann 
Rowland, 28, didn’t want the scars 
that accompany the surgery. 

An autopsy found that the 
baby died two days before its Jan. 
13 delivery and that it would have 
survived if Rowland had had a C- 
section when her doctors urged her 


to, between Christmas and Jan. 9. 
The other baby is alive, but authori- 
ties had no further information on 
its condition. 

The doctors had warned that 
without a C-section, the twins 
would probably die, authorities said. 
A nurse told police that Rowland 
said a Caesarean would “ruin her 
life” and she would rather “lose one 
of the babies than be cut like that.” 
The charges carry five years to life in 
prison. She was jailed on $250,000

Workers Possibly 
Killed by Police 


U.S. general says Iraqi 
assailants in uniform 
might not be impostors 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | U.S. officials are 
worried that Iraqi police — not just 
impostors in Iraqi uniforms — may 
have been behind the killings of two 
coalition staffers and their trans- 
lator, the top American general in 
Iraq said Thursday. 

“We are very concerned about it,” 
said Lt. Gen. Ricardo Sanchez. “We 
know that this has gone on ... that 
there are some policemen that have 
done criminal acts in the past.” 

The three were the first civilians 
from the U.S. occupation author- 
ity killed in Iraq. Officials have not 
released their names, but relatives 
identified one of them as 33 -year- 


old Fern Holland, a human rights 
expert from Oklahoma who worked 
on women’s issues in the Hillah 
region where she was killed. 

“If I die, know that I’m doing 
precisely what I want to be doing,” 
Holland wrote in an e-mail to a 
friend on Jan. 21. She met often 
with Iraqi women around Hillah 
and communicated their needs to 
Iraq’s Governing Council, said one 
of her colleagues, Judy Van Rest. 

The Americans and their Iraqi 
translator were driving near Hillah, 
35 miles south of Baghdad, when 
they were stopped at a checkpoint 
and killed by gunmen. The attack- 
ers took their car, their bodies still 
inside, according to the Polish mili- 
tary, which patrols the area. Polish 
troops stopped the car and arrested 
the five Iraqis inside, lee keath (ap)

Putin Tries to Rally 
Voters in Last Push 

MOSCOW I Three days before the 
election he is set to win easily. 
President Vladimir Putin went on 
national television Thursday to urge 
voters to turn out. 

At least 50 percent of voters must 
cast ballots to make Sunday’s vote 
valid. The Kremlin reportedly has 
been concerned that a low turnout 
could embarrass Putin. 

“Only your support can make 
the future president of Russia feel 


confident,” Putin said. 

Some leading liberals have called 
for boycotting the vote, saying the 
Kremlin has all but orchestrated 
Putin’s return to power. He has 
refused to take part in campaign 
debates with other candidates, but 
received lavish coverage of his daily 
official functions by two state tele- 
vision networks. 

Nonetheless, most observers say 
the turnout will exceed the required 
50 percent, (ap)

New Clues Point to al Qaeda 


ETA blamed at first, 
but Spanish officials to 
check other possibilities 

M A D R I D I Who carried out the high- 
ly coordinated attacks on Madrid 
commuter trains Thursday was a 
mystery. The government put the 
Basque separatist group ETA at the 
top of its list of suspects, although a 
shadowy group claimed responsibil- 
ity in the name of al Qaeda. 

The Arabic newspaper Al-Quds 
al-Arabi said it had received a claim 
of responsibility issued in the name 
of al Qaeda. The e-mail claim, 
signed by the shadowy Brigade of 
Abu Hafs al-Masri, was received at 
the newspaper’s London offices and 
said the brigade’s “death squad” had 
penetrated “one of the pillars of the 
crusade alliance, Spain.” 

Spain had backed the U.S.-led 
war in Iraq and many al Qaeda- 


linked terrorists have been captured 
in Spain or were believed to have 
operated from there. 

US. officials say the group some- 
times falsely claims to be acting on 
behalf of al Qaeda, however. The 
group took credit for blackouts in 
the United States and London last 
year. A U.S. counterterrorism offi- 
cial, speaking on condition of ano- 
nymity, noted al Qaeda usually does 
not take responsibility for attacks. 

Spain’s government still believes 
ETA is more likely responsible, a 
senior official in President Aznar’s 
office said. But after police found a 
van with seven detonators and an 
Arabic-language tape parked near 
where the stricken trains originated, 
Spain’s Interior Minister said secu- 
rity forces were not ruling out “any 
line of investigation.” (ap) 


ETA: THE USUAL SUSPECTS 

Spanish authorities initially 
blamed ETA, the Basque sepa- 
ratist group, for the bombings. 

History: ETA was founded in 
the 1950s by Basque college stu- 
dents as a movement to force the 
governmentto grant indepen- 
dence to the prosperous Basque 
region in northern Spain. 

Modus operand!: ETA has 
claimed responsibility for more 
than 800 deaths since 1968, but 
nearly all those came in assassi- 
nations or small-scale attacks. 

Warning? Police stopped a 
van 80 miles southeast of Madrid 
a couple of weeks ago and found 
half aton of bomb-making mate- 
rials.

Jamaica to Host 
Haiti’s Ex-Leader 


Aristide will return to 
Caribbean; U.S. troops 
earry out weapons raid 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, HAITI I Haiti’s 
new prime minister began work on 
building a government Thursday, 
as the nation’s ousted president 
announced plans to return to the 
Caribbean from exile in Africa. 

Earlier Thursday, U.S. Marines 
raided a house near the presidential 
palace in their first action of a new 
mission to disarm Haiti’s many fac- 
tions. The search produced no weap- 
ons, but military officials were satis- 
fied the raid sent a clear message to 
the country’s armed factions. 

“The message out of this is, we 
are looking, and we will continue to 
do so,” Col. Charles Gurganus said. 


Former President Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide is in the Central African 
Republic, but he and his wife will 
fly to Jamaica, just 130 miles from 
Haiti, for a temporary stay early next 
week, Jamaican Prime Minister P. J. 
Patterson said Thursday. There 
they will be reunited with their 
two young daughters, who were 
sent to New York before Aristide 
left Haiti on Feb. 29. 

Patterson said Aristide wasn’t 
seeking asylum in Jamaica, but was 
finalizing plans for “permanent resi- 
dence outside of the region.” 

Meanwhile, Gerard Latortue, the 
new prime minister, met with inter- 
im President Boniface Alexandre to 
begin choosing a Cabinet. Latortue, a 
U.N. career officer and businessman, 
said disarmament, reconciliation 
and elections are his priorities, (ap)

The scuffle erupted when 20 
opposition legislators tried to 
remove lawmakers loyal to President 
Roh Moo-hyun who occupied the 
speaker’s podium overnight to block 
a vote on impeachment. Roh’s sup- 
porters successfully defended the 
seat during the 20 -minute fracas. 

If the National Assembly fails 
to act on the bill by Friday evening, 
the bill automatically dies. 

Opposition parties want Roh to 
apologize for breaking election laws 
when he called for “overwhelming 
support” for the Uri Party, which he 
plans to join, in April 15 parliamen- 
tary elections, mans greimel (ap)

FBI Accuses Md. 
Woman of Spying 


Commuter Tax 
Suit Thrown Out 

WASHINGTON I A lawsuit seeking 
to give the District of Columbia 
the right to impose a commuter 
tax was dismissed Thursday by a 
federal judge. 

“While the court is sympathetic 
to the plaintiffs’ arguments and fully 
appreciates the manifest inequity 
created by the District’s inability 
to tax commuters, the court lacks 
the power to grant the remedy that 
plaintiffs seek,” U.S. District Court 
Judge Ellen Segal Huvelle wrote in 
her 42 -page opinion. 

Mayor Anthony A. Williams and 
the D.C. Council were among the 32 
plaintiffs who sued the federal gov- 
ernment to overturn a federal law 
banning the city from taxing the esti- 
mated 500,000 people who work in 
the city but live elsewhere. 

Proponents of a commuter tax 
contend it would raise about $1 bil- 
lion annually. Virginia and Maryland 
joined with the federal government 
in opposing the suit, (ap) 


Former congressional 
worker faces charges of 
aiding Iraqi intelligence 

NEW YORK I A former reporter and 
one-time press secretary for four 
members of Congress was arrest- 
ed Thursday on charges she served 
as a paid agent for the Iraqi intelli- 
gence service before and after the 
U.S. invasion last year. 

Susan Lindauer, 41, was taken 
into custody in her hometown of 
Takoma Park, Md., and made a 
brief court appearance in Baltimore, 
where lawyers argued over whether 
she should be granted bail. 

“I’m an anti-war activist and I’m 
innocent,” Lindauer told WBAL-TV 
outside the Baltimore FBI office. “I 
did more to stop terrorism in this 
country than anybody else.” 


She was charged with conspiring 
to act as an unregistered agent of the 
Iraqi Intelligence Service and with 
engaging in prohibit- 
ed financial transac- 
tions with the Iraqi 
government. The 
indictment makes 
no mention of her 
Lindauer congressional staff 
work. She was not 
directly charged with espionage. 

She could get up to 10 years in 
prison on the most serious charge. 

The indictment said she accepted 
$10,000 for working for the intel- 
ligence service from 1999 to 2002, 
including payments for lodging at 
the Al- Rashid Hotel in Baghdad 
and expenses during meetings in 
New York City with Iraqi agents. 

The indictment did not specify 
a motive, larry neumeister (ap)

WASHINGTON | By the end of June, 
parking at Metro stations may be 
by SmarTrip cards only. Metro’s 
Budget Committee gave prelimi- 
nary approval Thursday to move 
toward a cashless system at its 
lots and garages. 

It comes after an audit found 
Metro may have lost up to $1 mil- 
lion a year to alleged theft by park- 
ing lot cashiers.

Terror Fears Send 
Markets Tumbling 


Dow loses 170 points 
in largest 4 -day drop 
since October 2002 

NEW YORK I Edgy investors sent 
stocks skidding Thursday as a string 
of bombings in Madrid overshad- 
owed mostly good economic news 
and bullish forecasts from several 
companies. The Dow nosedived 
nearly 170 points, giving blue 
chips their biggest four- day drop 
in nearly 18 months. 

The Dow sank 168.51, or 1.6 per- 
cent, to 10,128.38, leaving it down 
3.1 percent for the year. So far this 
week, the Dow has lost 467.17* 

The broader market also fell 
sharply. Nasdaq lost 20.26, or 1 
percent, to 1,943.89, leaving it 
down nearly 3 percent for the year. 


The Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
slumped 17.11, or 1.5 percent, to 
1,106.78, down 0.5 percent for 2004. 

The possible link between al 
Qaeda and the blasts reawakened 
fears of terrorism on Wall Street. 
The attacks further rattled inves- 
tors who already had been selling for 
three weeks amid uncertainty about 
the job market and the strength of 
the economic recovery. 

In a hopeful sign before the 
market opened, the Commerce 
Department reported a 0.6 percent 
rise in sales at the nation’s retailers 
in February, matching economists’ 
expectations. Also, Federal Reserve 
Chairman Alan Greenspan told a 
congressional committee Thursday 
he remains confident employment 
will increase as the economic recov- 
ery continues, meg richards (ap)

Maryland Terrapins take aim at first ACC tournament title in 19 years 


COLLEGE BASKETBALL I Maryland’s 
youngest basketball team in a 
decade experienced a dizzying 
sway of emotions as it strived to 
extend the school’s record run of 
consecutive NCAA tournament 
appearances to 11. 

Having apparently reached that 
goal, the Terrapins’ task this week is 
to end an embarrassing streak that 
has festered over 19 seasons. 

The last time Maryland won the 
Atlantic Coast Conference tourna- 
ment was in 1984, when sophomore 
forward Len Bias helped coach 
Lefty Driesell cut down the nets 
at the Greensboro Coliseum. 

Since then, the Terps have reached 
the finals only once, falling to Duke 
81-68 in 2000. The quest to end the 
drought begins Friday night against 
Wake Forest in Greensboro, N.C. As 
the sixth- seeded team, Maryland 
(16-11, 7-9) is a decided long shot to 
advance to Sunday’s finale. 

So what else is new? 

“I’d like to win it; we haven’t had 
success down there,” said Terrapins 
coach Gary Williams, 11-13 in the 
ACC tournament. “At the same time, 
here’s a chance to play Wake Forest. 
This is a good game for us.” 

If nothing else, the experience 
will provide a team with one senior, 
four sophomores and five freshmen 
the chance to play in a situation 
where there are no second chanc- 
es. One loss and you’re out — just 
like the NCAA tournament.

Two fine actors fail to 
save this derivative 
Stephen King yarn 

FILM I Johnny Depp and John 
Turturro can elevate almost any 
movie, and they do lift the psycho- 
logical thriller “Secret Window” a 
bit above the morass of horror cli- 
ches that riddle this latest Stephen 
King adaptation. 

The movie begins with prom- 
ising moodiness as director and 
screenwriter David Koepp quickly 
establishes the scenario: Successful 
author Mort Rainey (Depp) catches 
his wife (Maria Bello) in bed with 
her lover (Timothy Hutton). Six 
months later, Mort’s a basket case 
with writer’s block, alone with his 
dog at a cabin in the woods, unable 


even to put pen to paper and sign 
the couple’s divorce settlement. 

A booming knock on his door 
awakens Mort from one of his day- 
long snoozes on the couch. At the 
door is John Shooter (Turturro), a 


bullying redneck who accuses Mort 
of plagiarizing his story. 

Mort angrily dismisses Shooter, 
who leaves behind his tattered man- 
uscript. Unsettled by the similarities 
between Shooter’s tale and a story 


he published years earlier, Mort 
tumbles into a nightmare of esca- 
lating terror as his tormentor moves 
from threats to ugly deeds. 

Koepp, who directed “Stir of 
Echoes” and wrote “Panic Room,” 
has a flair for capturing fidgety 
characters in claustrophobic spac- 
es. With “Secret Window,” Koepp 
again wrings solid dramatic punch 
out of comparatively limited char- 
acter interplay. 

Depp’s left alone prowling and 
ranting much of the time, and he 
admirably turns his comic jitteri- 
ness from last year’s “Pirates of the 
Caribbean” toward alarmingly spas- 
tic hysteria here. Turturro brings 
creepy intensity to Shooter’s con- 
frontations with Mort. 

The problem is that “Secret 
Window” borrows so heavily from 
conventions in any number of old 
fright flicks. The movie is laden with 
recycled elements from King’s own 
stories, and unless you’re a virgin 
viewer of horror tales, you’ll likely see 
the plot twists coming a long

‘Spartan’: Stingy 
With Suspense 


David Mamet’s study 
of corrupted power 
is all macho bluster 

FILM I When action talks louder 
than “Mamet- speak,” the world 
of David Mamet is a much less 
intriguing place. 

His characters still talk tough in 
“Spartan,” a bleak, cynical thriller 
about a clandestine operative (Val 
Kilmer) going rogue to rescue the 
U.S. president’s abducted daughter, 
whom no one in the administration 
seems to give a hoot about. 

Yet the action of “Spartan” is so 
choppy, the transitions so abrupt, and 
the pacing so deadeningly unvarying, 
the movie musters little suspense. 
Kilmer and his cast mates seem pro- 
grammed like robots, running thith- 
er, barking orders and firing bullets 
in a series of obtuse plot convolutions 
that undermine the covert military 
authenticity Mamet strives for. 

The writer-director largely 
leaves his usual- suspects reper- 
tory of performers behind, with 
only regulars William H. Macy, 
Ed O’Neill and Clark Gregg along 
for the ride, all in small roles with 
little dimension. 

“Spartan” is purely Kilmer’s 
story, the tale of career military man 


Robert Scott accustomed to han- 
dling the most bloodthirsty tasks. 
When he’s called in on the kid- 
napping of the president’s college - 
age problem child Laura Newton 
(Kristen Bell), Scott dispassionately 
lays waste to any obstacles in his 
path, with no regard to his victims’ 
guilt or innocence. 

The hunt abruptly ends with 
news that Laura drowned in a sail- 
ing accident. The nation mourns and 
Scott heads home with a shrug. 

But Scott’s acolyte Curtis (Derek 
Luke) has doubts, based on a couple 
of clues Mamet clumsily injects. 

Soon, Scott also is convinced, 
determining his commanders would 
rather sacrifice Laura to conceal 
unsavory presidential secrets that 
led to her disappearance. 

The verbal exchanges are so 
repetitive, they become almost a 
spoof of Mamet-speak — a harsh, 
skewed, slangy style of talking with- 
out necessarily communicating. 

One of the few parleys that 
truly resonates comes as a charac- 
ter explains to Scott how a king of 
ancient Sparta would stingily send 
a single soldier when a neighboring 
ally requested military aid. 

Sounds like a more interest- 
ing story than “Spartan.”
